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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Garrett 
(US Patent 5,594,873) 

As per claims 5, 7, Garrett discloses an information processing apparatus 
(method), comprising: 

• A network-card-recognizing device that recognizes a plurality of network 
cards mounted therein; (col.4, lines 22-27), wherein expansion devices 
implies network cards) 

• A degree-of-demountability storage device that stores therein the degrees 
of demountability of the plurality of network cards recognized by the 
network-card-recognizing device; and (col.4, lines 22-37), wherein identify 
type of expansion devices implies degrees of demountabilities of network 
cards) 

• A for-main-apparatus-body identifier production device that produces a 
main-apparatus-body identifier using an identifier of a network card having 
the lowest degree of demountability among the plurality of network cards 
stored in the degree-of-demountability storage device, (col .2, lines 53-60) 
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As per claim 6, 8, Garrett discloses wherein the demountability is a facility of 
structurally detaching a network card, a frequency of uses, or a type of card, 
(col .4, lines 31-32) 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicants amendment filed on 4/19/04 have been fully considered but are not 
place an application in condition for allowance. 

a. In response to applicant's argument that Garrett does not discloses a for-main- 
apparatus-body identifier production device that produces a main-apparatus-body 
identifier. As Garrett notes at (col.1 ,40-col.2, line 60), Examiner further cited for 
clarification, Garrett discloses each of expansion devices configures as different type of 
adapter cards and each of these card includes identification signal which the host 
computer identifies each expansion device by the length or duration that the 
identification signal is negated. These implies producing an identifier for a device. Thus, 
the prior art teaches the invention as claimed and therefore it is properly stated in the 
rejection of record.
